THIRD SPRAY 
NOW, 


ADVICE OF EXPERT 


Eock county fruit trees are ready 
tor the third foliage spray rigHt now. 
Realizing that only, through caretul 
applications ot sprays used at the 
rightt ime can a good crop ot un- 
blemished fruit be- obtained, growers 
the state'are'planning to follow, 


closely their spray i calendars 
this 


year, "says F. R. Giftord, fruit spe- 
cialist, college of agriculture. 
"Indications .point to 
an- apple 


crop that rivals last year's record," 
says Mr. 
Giftord. "The deciding 


factor is largely the extent to which 
the trees will be sprayed. Upon this 
also depends .the extension of the 
reputation 
ot 
-Wisconsin's 
fruit 


growing areas. Consumers are more 
and more demanding-sprayed fruit." 


For the spray which 'should now 


be applied, fruit growers use IV< gal- 
lons o£ lime sulphur. 1% pounds ot 
powdered lead arsenate to 50 gal- 
lons o£ water. The application.is due 
10 to 15 days alter the second or 
calyx spray. Since leaves and fruit 
are continually growing, and new 
leaves are constantly producing r.ew 
areas 'which are unsprayed.i it is es- 
sential that trees must be' sprayed 
on 'time to prevent' attacks by vari- 
ous insects.
